NEW YORK, N. Y.. May 9.— It was more 
like a February than a May day at Jamaica i 
Friday, and to add to the discomfort of the < 
bleak cold weather there were frequent cold 
sliowers of rain to make it just a bit more * 
uncomfortable. Naturally this resulted in a 
falling off in the attendance and few except , 
of the bravest regulars put in an appearance. 
The track was muddy from the heavy fall of 
rain and scratches were numerous and some i 
winners came from unexpected quarters. 

One of the worth-while happenings of the i 
day was the return of the Salubria Stable’s 
Fluvanna. She was making her first appear- 
ance of the year and she made a show of her 
company. This race w’as a five and a half 
furlongs for three-year-old fillies, and 
Fluvanna under 12C pounds was giving away 
great lumps of weight to every starter. 

The Arizona Handicap over the mile and 
seventy yards distance was the real feature 
of the day and it proved easy for Mrs. J. A. 
t’obum’s Knobbie, and Richard T. Wilson’s 
Fi.re.st Ix)re raced to second place with Sandy 
McNaughton’s Little Celt, the top weight, 
saving third from F. E. Hrown’s Hephaistes. 

Knobbie, always at home in the muddy 
going, raced at once into a long lead and he 
had speed enough to hold his advantage 
throughout, l.ittle Celt w’as running in sec- 
ond place with Cano third. Forest I»re 
fcurtli and Hephaistos bringing up the rear. 

On the turn out of the backstretch Hepha- 
istos began to move up, and he made up 
his ground in a manner to suggest that he 
w<»uld be a contender. He continued to close 
ground to the streUrh, but Mooney, either 
through his incompetence or intentionally, 
nies.sed him about .so that in the run home he 
did not have a chance. In the meantime 
Forest I^ore slipped through on the inside, 
and IJttle Celt also beat him home. The 
performance of Mooney was disgraceful, but 
he has so frequently been guilty of bad rides 
that he is probably merely a bad jockey. 

TWO FOR SALUBRIA STABLE. 

The Salubria Stable accounted for a double 
when Hi lle Artiste was winner of the fifth 
race, at a mile and seventy yards. Mrs. A. 
Swenke’s Despair earned second place, and 
N. I.K>scal7.o’s Edward Gray was third. The 
winner, ridden by 15. Hreuning. dominated 
the running from the start and at no stage 
h ft the result in serious doubt. 

The Oakridge Stable’s Laurano, a three- 
year-old son of IVter Pan and I»a.«;san, was 
winner of the three-quarters that was the sec- 
ond offering and he show'od a decided liking 
for the going when he led from end to end. 
The Kaneocas Stable’s Honor was second 
throughout and was the only one of the 
company that show’ed a semblance of contest, 
but could never seriously menace the winner. 
The Helair Stud’s Donnie Umar was best of 
the others but he was beaten off eight lengths 
by Honor, and the others were well strung 
out 

Fluvanna, the good three-year-old filly that 
races for the Salubria Stable, made her first 
appearance of the year in a five and a Imlf 
furlong dash ftA* horses of her sex, and her 
race was a decidedly impressive one, w’hen 
under the top weight of 126 pounds she made 
a show of her company. Harry Payne Whit- 
ney’s Margin saved second place and Exalted 
Ruler racing for Mrs. A. Swenke was third. 

It was a good start but Fluvanna almost 
at once went into the lead, W’hile Exalted 
Ruler and Margin, w’ell lapped, followed her. 
Margin wa.s on the inside and Exalted Ruler 
raced alongside in a position that kept her 
secure in the deep going. 

SI PUE.MELY CONFIDENT. 

T^egere rode Fluvanna with supreme confi- 
dence and when he had her nicely clear of 
the others ho sat still and permitted the 
filly to gallop along at her own plea.sure. 
Through the stn b h .Margin, under pre.s.sure, 
outgained Exaltt d Ruler right at the end to 
take second place. 

Ray S<*herrer’s Kumonln was winner of 
the opening race <»f the afternoon, which 
engaged a medio<*re field of two-year-olds 
under claiming conditions. W. V. Casey’s 
Gipsy Flyer finislud se<’ond. wrhile Wood 
Stockton s Sea Tide was third. The winner 
waa ridden by Allen and raced in the 
rear during the first part, but gained steadily 
under pressure and, closing w’ith gameness, 
wore down Gipsy Flyer and wras drawring 
clear at the end. Gipsy Flyer showed a 
high order of speed in the early running, but 
tired badly when the crucial test came. 



LOUISVILiLE, Ky., May 9. — ^TThe elaborate 
Improvements at Churchill Downs are about 
completed and the big force of workmen will 
turn over tomorrow a racing plant that ex- 
cels any other in this country. 

Its size can best be judged by comparison 
with Belmont Park’s grandstand, which is 
said to be 1,100 feet in length. The Churchill 
Downs grandstand is in excess of 1,450 feet 
long. Belmont Park has 300 boxes and 
Churchill Dowms nearly 1,400. 

A feature of the new building is that, in 
spite of its great size, it is compact. The 
paddock is a marvel of beauty, completeness, 
and is within a few strides of clubhouse and 
grandstand occupants alike. No longer is 
it necessary for the clubhouse contingent to 
make the long laborious trip of former years 
to inspect tlie horses before each race. They 
are now in full view'. The paddock and adja- 
cent points will be favorite spots with racing 
patrons. 

It is practically a new Churchill Downs 
that will greet visitors this year and they 
will be amazed at its extensiveness. There 
is hardly a single feature that would add to 
the comfort of racing patrons and the beauty 
of the grounds that general manager Matt 
J. Winn has overlooked this time. Churchill 
Dow'ns is the last word in a racing course. 

Jockey Ivan Parke arrived from Lexing- 
ton Wednesday night and was busily en- 
gaged Thursday morning in galloping the 
horses of Mose Goldblatt. 

BLACK GOLD’S RIDER. 

Jockey J. D. Mooney, who has piloted 
Black Gold in all of his recent races, and 
who will have the mount on the son of Black 
Toney in the Kentucky Derby, was an ar- 
rival Thursday morning. Black Gold is 
doing famously in his Derby preparation, 
and trainer Webb gives every assurance that 
the colt will be fit and ready wiien he starts 
in the big race May 17. Black Gold, accord- 
ing to his trainer’s present plans, will make 
his first start as a threc-year-old in Ken- 
tucky in the Derby trial to be run next 
Tuesday. This race is for three-year-olds 
and at the distance cf one mile. It is framed 
w'ith the idea of bringing together the pros- 
pective Derby starters and affording racing 
patrons some definite line on the ability of 
the colts. 

Howard Dots reported that it was found 
necessary to destroy the four- year-old .\mole 
at Lexington Wednesday as it was found 
impossible to save him after he sustained 
tw’o broken bones in a hit d foot wiiile being 
exercised a few days ago. Amole was a 
brown colt by Vulcain — Washerw’oman, and 
was the property of Charles Bachraeh, New 
Orleans business n^an. The colt won the 
Louisiana Derby of 1923, and had been named 
to the Clark Handicap and other Kentucky 
fixtures to which he was eligible. 

Jockey J. McCoy, who has been riding for 
the stable of J. O. and G. H. Keene for a 
number of years has .severed his connections 
with that stable and left ’Jliursday night for 
Maple Heights, where he will ride as a free 
lance. 

Trainer Jim Moody of the Theo. E. Mueller 
stable has decided to unsex Wida, and turn 
him out at Mr. Mueller’s farm until fall.

St. James’ Misfortune. 

Mad Play Is Ready. 
Preakness Possibilities. 

How Sombre Has Raced. 



It is a calamity that George D. Widener’s 
fast three-year-oki St. James riiould go^ amiss 
ri^t ou the eve of his engagement in the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s Preakness Stakes. The 
son of Ambassador IV. and Bobolink II., by his 
brilliant '\nctory over Zcv in the Paumonok 
Handicap on the opening day of the Neiw 
York season, loomed up as the possible cham- 
pion of the 1924 three-year-olds. He at once 
advanced to the close up favoritism for the 
Kentucky Derby after it was announced that 
Sarazen was not to be a starter. This same 
Saraaen had failed in his first race of the 
year just as disappointingly as St. James had 
gloriously proved his good class. 

Last fall, after St. James had won the Fu- 
turity at Belmont Park. A. J. Joyner, his 
trainer, announced that he would not be start- 
ed until the Pimlico Futurity. But shortly 
after that announcement St. James was not 
training entirely to the aatisf action of Mr. 
Joyner and he decided to pass up that rich 
race and wait until this year with the colt. 
The colt wintered exceedingly well and there j 
is not a better looking three-year-old in train- 
ing. Mr. Joyner gave the colt a long and 
careful preparation and the skill with which 
he was trained was attested when St. James, 
at the first asking, beat such a colt as Zev. 

The pity of it is that all of this care and 
skillful training goes for naught, al least as 
far as the Preakness Stakes and Kentucky 
Derby are concerned. It is devoutly to he 
hoped that the injury to the colt is not of a 
serious nature and that he will be in training 
again before many days, hut it is indeed bitter 
misfortune to have such a colt go wrong right 
on the eve of two races that mean so much. 



St. James is particularly well engaged and! 
should his injury be as eli^t as hoped will he| 
pointed especially for the Belmont Stakes, to| 
be run on June 7. 

Right on the heels of the had news about 
St. James there came a stoiy from Pimlico that 
Wise Counsellor, the hope of Kentucky in the 
Preakness Stakes, had spread a foot and 
that it was doubtful if he would be sent to the 
post. It was a widely circulated rumor at 
Jamaica, but fortunately it was without any 
foundation in fact. 

Wise Counsellor has been training entirely 
to the satisfaction of J. S. Ward and he has 
been in constant telephone communication on* 
the way in which the candidates on Long 
Island have been going along. With St. James 
definitely out of the way. New York loses its 
ace for both the Preakness Stakes and the 
Kentucky Derby and it adds to the chances 
of Wise Counsellor and Kentucky, though New 
York will still he well represented with Mad 
Play, the brother to Mad Hatter, that is the 
first string of the Rancocas Stable. 

The race won by the son of Fair Play and 
Madcap at Jamaica on Thursday was a satis- 
fying trial for the Preakness Stakes, hut it was 
enough to pronounce him thoroughly ready 
for the mile and an eighth of the race.

Wise Counsellor Makes Poor 
Showing in Final Trial for 
the Big $50,000 Bace. 



Silks of W. J. Salmon Twice in 
Front, Including Victory in 
the Steeplechase.

B.VLTTMORE, Md.. May 9.— Under a cloudy 
liky and over a heavT track Flying Fur, 
which G. W. Foreman claimed from W. J. 
Salmon last time out, won the Howard 
Claiming Handicap at Pimlico this afternoon. 
Immediately after the Salmon silks them- 
selves had been carried to two victories. 
Mr. Salmon had Beau Nash In the Howard, 
but the son of Jim Gaffney finished last 
In a field of five. 

Flying Fur won under restraint by six 
lengths. Go Foin finished second. Julia M. 
was third at the end of the mile. J. Dawson 
rode the winner. He rated her behind Go 
Foln and Be.ss until almost to the three- 
eighths post, then he began his challenge 
on the ouLside. took the lead quickly and 
was eased near the end. The race netted 
$2,500 to the Foreman interests, almost as 
much as was paid for the filly when claimed. 

In one of the most thrilling steeplechases of 
the year, a two-mile race for maidens and 
winners of one ra<*e, B. Veitch scored by a 
length and a half a.stride W. ,T. Salmon’s 
Woodley II. Moving up rapidly on the sec- 
ond turn of the field, Woodley II. engaged 
Pepi, the pacemaker, in a duel around the 
far turn and wore him down after taking the 
last fence. Pepi beat the others off for sec- 
ond money. Dunk’s Green finished in front 
of t/ie others. 

Mr. Salmon made It two In a row. After 
Woodley IL had won the jumping race for 
him. Golden Armor carried his jacket to an 
easy victory over the three-quarters course. 
Marinelli had the Golden Sun gelding in 
hand through the stretch. Ontario made the 
pace for a short distance and held on for 
second money. From a good position at the 
start Abel took Bluemondale back until he 
was far out of it and then finished with 
energy in the center of the track for tlie 
small portion of the purse. 

Parmachenee Belle beat eight two-year-old 
platers in tlie opener. Scobie had the mount 
on the daughter of Troutbe<*k, She was in 
front all the way. I>ena Wood challcngt'd 
on the inside at the head of the stretch, but 
barely outla.sted Griiikle for second money. 
F. Hastings was thrown without injury when 
Crimper bucked at the break. 



ARAB MEASURING SYSTEM

Australian Veterinary Discloses 
Quick Way of Gauging Class. 



^easnremeiits Which Show Balance of 
Thoroughbred Will Give Index 
to Uis AhUiUes 
- - ♦ — 

Dr. Stewart McKay, an Australian veterin- 
arian. writing in the Sydney Referee, ad- 
vances a novel theory regarding measure- 
ments of horses as a guide to racing ability. 
His article follows: 

Somo weeks back the Referee published 
the measurements made recently in New 
Zealand of Gloaming. As I wa.s curious to 
compare these figures w’ith those of his great 
rival, Beaiiford. I wrote to his trainer, S. 
Killick, and asked him if he would give me 
the measurements required. On receiving 
jny letter he requested Mr. Davis, a gradu- 
ate of the Sydney university in veterinary 
Burgery', to make the measurements. A few 
days ago Poseidon of the Sun published 
mea.siirements made of Ilivoli, and so we are 
now able to compare the figures of three 
gr#»at hCTse.s. 

Before going further I might explain that 
the idea is one that W. Muggridge put 
forward in his book on the race horse, having 
Teamed it from an Arab. You run the tape 
from the horse’s upper lip up his face and 
b#»tween the ears to the middle of his wither; 
that gives us the first measurement. Then, 
to obtain tlie second one, you measure from 
the middle of the wither along his back to 
the la.st joint of his tail. If the two arc 
equal the horse s balance is perfect, and it 
is suggested that the nearer they are to 
e<]uality the better are the horse’s prospects 
of winning races.

The following new rules recently approved 
by the State Racing Commi.ssion, will be in 
force at the Churchill Downs meeting; “Not 
more than two horses of the same interest 
shall be entered in any purse or overnight 
handicap. 

“In purse races five horses of entirely dif- 
ferent interests must enter and start or the 
race may be declared off. 

“No entry ohall be received of any horse not 
stabled upon the grounds of the association 
where the race is run, unless its stabling 
elsewhere has been approved by such asso- 
ciation. 

“Responsibility in identifying horses shall 
be as binding on those who undertake to 
confirm or establish such identity as it is 
on the owner of the horse requiring identifi- 
cation and the same penalty shall apply in 
fraud. 

“The rule requiring 126 pounds as top 
weight in handicaps has been revoked. 

“.Any horse that is claimed must be taken 
to the paddock for delivery to the claimant 
immediately after the race is run." 

The stewards will meet tomerrow to go 
over those applications for licenses thai were 
held up for further investigation. Applica- 
tions from other trainers and jockeys will 
also be acted upon.
